WHEREAS, Warren Behr moved to Waukegan with his family,

where he was a title officer with Chicago Title and Trust;

later, he was appointed Assistant State's Attorney in Lake

County; he also served as Waukegan Town Clerk and Waukegan

Township Supervisor; he practiced law in private practice until

1993, when he and his wife moved to San Benito, Texas; and

WHEREAS, Warren Behr and his wife returned to Lake County

in 2002 and moved to the Victory Lakes Retirement Community in

Lindenhurst, where he was very active in many activities and

especially enjoyed singing with the Vocalaires group; he was a
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longstanding 4th degree member of the Knights of Columbus and

served as Grand Knight; and

WHEREAS, Warren Behr was preceded in death by his wife,

Ruth; his son, Theodore; and his daughter, Teresa; and
